SOLUTION OF BRITISH 
PROBLEM FORESEEN 


Resolution May Provide 
Against Prejudicing Agenda of 
1931 Washington Meeting. 


Geneva, Switzerland, June 22 (By A 
P.).—The tripartite naval conference is 
believed to have gone far enough to in- 
dicate that the Americans expect no 
insuperable difficulties to establishing 
a reasonable proportionate cruiser 
strength as between the United States 
and Japan. The Japanese positively 
shrink from talking in terms of a ratio, 
which in Washington was fixed for 
battleships as five for the United States 
and three for Japan. Japanese sensitive- 
ness on the question of internation su- 
periority is forcing her delegation to 
fight against putting ratio figures in the 
projected treaty that would place Japan 
in a position of inferiority. 

Japan is expected to accept cruiser 
tennage, however, which would place 
her in only slightly better proportion 
than 5—3, namely, five for the United 
States and 3.4 for Japan. 

This probability has emerged from 
the discussions which Hugh S. Gibson, 
head of the American delegation, had 
with Admiral Saito, of the Japanese 
delegation, today, and from statistics 
which were prepared, based on the 
Japanese interpretation of the effects 
of the operation of a project which 
Saito submitted to the conference. 


Solving the British Problem. 


In the meantime there is shaping a 
possible solution of the second grave 
problem of the conference—Great 
Britain’s desire to reopen and trans- 
form at Geneva the fundamental pro- 
visions of the Washington Naval Treaty, 
including the size of battleships, cruis- 
ers and aircraft carriers. 
As a measure of conciliation it is not 
impossible that the American delega- 
tion will propose the adoption by the 
conference of a resolution that any 
agreement reached at Geneva will not 
prejudice the agenda of the second 
Washington conference, to be held in 
1931. This, by the very terms of the 
Washington treaty itself, must convene 
to determine whether the developments 
of science justify any modification of 
the decision relative to the size of bat- 
tleships, cruisers and aircraft carriers. 
In this connection it is pointed out 
that the recent transatlantic flights of 
Lindbergh and Chamberlin have raised 
the question whether aircraft carriers 
should not be increased in size and 
number to meet the rapidly developing

Downpour Maroons 3 Cars 
In Rock Creek Park Ford 


Fire Truck Called to Pull Stranded Autos From Water, 
4 Feet High, and Motorists Carry 3 Women and 
2 Children Ashore. 


The first night of summer arrived 
last night, and with it a downpour 
that resulted in three automobiles and 
their occupants being marooned in the 
Pierce Mill ford, in Rock Creek Park. 

Wading through water waist high, 
the motorists carried three women and 
two children to safety, and a policeman 
had the automobiles towed out by a 
fire truck. 

Ordinarily the water in the ford is 
about a foot high. After the down- 
pour last evening, however, it was 
nearer to 4 feet. 

But Russell H. Carley, of 4831 Thirty- 
sixth street northwest, had no way of 
knowing this when he drove his tour- 
ing car into the ford about 8 o’clock 
last night. In the car with him were 
his wife and his 3-year-old son; Mrs. 
J. J. Potter, who lives with them; Mrs. 
Henry C. Rodier and her daughter, 
Betty Rodier, of 3323 Cleveland ave- 
nue northwest. 

As the Carley machine plunged into 
the stream, the swollen waters swirled 
over the engine and e into contact 
with the coils. A sssateaiithes Carley 
realized that his engine was dead and 
that he and his passengers were ma- 
rooned. 

While he was wondering how he 


would win his way out of the dilemma, 
another car hove into view. It was 
driven by Willjam Krouse, of 632 K 
street northeast, and contained three 
other young men. 

Thinking he would push Carley’s 
machine out of the ford, Krouse drove 
his own car in behind ft. Then Krouse’s 
machine became stalled. Now there 
were two. 

Then came another machine, driven 
by Earl Lumford, of 1630 Rosedale 
street northwest. He, too, became ma- 
rooned. And now there were three. 

Meantime Sergt. H. L. Miskell, of the 
park police, had arrived on the scene. 
He waded in, and, together with the 
men, who by this time were in the 
water, carried Mrs. Carley, the other two 
women and the children to the shore. 
They then tried to push the machines 
out, but in vain. 

Sergt. Miskell finally decided to call 
on the Fire Department for aid. No.

Mr. Carley’s car, which had failed 
him as an amphibian, ‘remained dis- 
abled after it had been towed back 
to its element ,and it was necessary 
for the Carleys and their friends to 
beg a ride back to town.

TAX CUT FIRST DUTY 
OF CONGRESS, TILSON 
ADVISES: PRESIDENT 


House Leader, at Lodge, 
Says Slash Should 
Precede Flood Aid. 


WANTS $300,000,000 
LIMIT ON REDUCTION 


Green Sees Little Hope of 
Much Relief and Cites 
Falling Revenues. 


Rapid City, S. Dak., June 22 (By A 
P.).—Tax reduction legislation should 
be given the first call of business of the 
next session of Congress, in the opin- 
ion of Representative Tilson, of Con- 
necticut, Republican leader of the 
House, who came to the State Game 
Lodge today for a conference with 
President Coolidge. 

Holding an open mind on the ques- 
tion of an early special session, Mr. 
Tilson did tell the President he be- 
lieved it would’ be impossible to 
complete an adequate flood control 
program at this session and that tax 
relief and appropriations should be 
given the right of way. 

However, the Republican leader does 
believe Congress should enact some 
immediate flood relief legislation and 
then go thoroughly into a comprehen- 
sive plan to prevent further flood 
disasters. 

Mr. Tilson thinks Congress should 
hold its tax reduction to about 
$300,000,000, despite: a surplus for this 


‘year of #$600,000,000. He feels that 


any slight reaction in business would 
wipe out considerable of the surplus 
in future years. 


Would Aid Corporations. 


“Most relief can be given the pub- 
lic,” Mr. Tilson said, “by a reduction in 
the corporation levy, which affects al- 
most every one. Little or no relief has 
been given this class of taxpayers since 
the war. As for the income taxes, I do 
not think they are pinching any one. 
Exemptions are high enough now s0 
that a man has to have a pretty good 
income before he is required to pay 
any tax whatever.” 

The House Republican leader showed 
considerable interest in the flood’ re- 
lief and control problem, but he cau- 
tioned that the way must be laid care- 
fully, considering that a huge program 
is necessary.

URGED FOR CAPITAL 
BY CITIZEN COUNCIL 


Business Interests Will 
Fight Any Tax Rate 
Higher Than $1.65. 


WILL GIVE PROTEST 
TO CITY HEADS TODAY 


Advisory Group Holds $1.65 
Levy Will Care for Its 
Recommendation. 


A $42,000,000 budget for the fiscal 
year 1928-29 was recommended to the 
Commissioners yesterday by the Citi- 
zens Advisory Council. 

At the same time the business inter- 
ests of the city, represented by a joint 
committee of three trade bodies, de- 
cided to present to the Commissioners 
today a. protest against any increase 
of the tax rate above $1.65. 

The council says, in a lengthy de- 
tailed report to the Commissioners, 
that this budget could be cared for 
with a tax rate of $1.65 per $100 of 
assessed valuation, but that its mem- 
bers are of the opinion that supple- 
mental appropriations will increase the 
1929 tax rate to a figure between $1.70 
and $1.80. This is a partial recession 
from the stand originally taken by the 
council that the tax rate should be 
kept at $1.80, that the budget should 
total $41,000,000 and that the $5,000,- 
000 in excess revenue that the tax rate 
would bring in should be spent for 
public improvements 

Appropriations asked by the school 
authorities, $15,800,000, were cut to 
$13,000,000 in the council recommen- 
dations. Other suggestions are that the 
Commissioners’ salaries be increased 
from $7,500 to $10,000, that the frank-

FOUR WOMEN PERISH 
AS HOME IS BURNED 


Fire Consumes Three and 
Fourth Killed by Leaping 


to the Pavement. 


Boston. June 22 (By A. P.).—Four 
deaths resulted from a fire which 
destroyed the four-story brick and 
stone residence of William L. Shearer, 
jr.. vice president of the Paine Furni- 
ture Co., on Bay State road in the Back 
Bay district early today. The dead: 
Janet Shearer, 19, daughter of Mr. 
Shearer; Bettie Howes, 16, daughter of 
Henry Howes, of Boston; Alice Scott, 
32, housemaid; Helen McLaughlin, cook. 
Mrs. Annie Dickson, a governess, was 
réscued by firemen while clinging to 
the coping of an adjoining house. 

The two girls and the cook were 
burned to death. Alice Scott was killed 
when she jumped from a fourth story 
window to the pavement. ° 

The fire started in the basement from 
an electric iron which had been left 
on a shelf. It was apparent that the 
fire had spread so rapidly that the 
women and girls had no chance of 
escape. .

ONE OF TRIO SWIMS 
FOUR MILES TO LAND 


Lieut. Fisher Brings Story of 
Crash; Body Found May 
Be That of Machinist. 


San Diego, Calif., June 22 (By A, P.). 
Lieut. Comdr. William 8S. Hactor and 
Charles K. Robbins, naval aviation ma- 
chinist mate, tonight were believed to 
have been drowned following the crash 
of a naval torpedo plane in the ocean 
4 miles off Laguna Beach last night. 

The body of a man tentatively identi- 
fied as that of Robbins was washed 
ashore today at Newport Beach and vir- 
tually all hope of finding Hactor alive 
has been abandoned by naval officers 
directing the search. 

Lieut. Thomas Fisher, pilot of the 
plane, saved his life by swimming nine 
hours to reach shore. He arrived here 
today with the details of the crash, 

A squadron of seaplanes and the de- 
stroyers MacDonough and Corry today 
searched the area where the torpedo 
plane disappeared. 

“We left Crescent City., Calif., at 1:15 
p. m., Tuesday for San Diego in the 
Boeing torpedo plane,” Lieut. Fisher 
said. “At about 8:30 p. m., while 4 
miles off Laguna Beach the plane sud- 
denly struck the surface of the sea. It 
sank in less than 5 minutes. 

“The two pontoons came off and 
floated away. Hactor, Robbins and my- 
self took off our parachutes and tore 
away the fuselage to find the life pre- 
servers which were stowed in a com- 
partment aft. 


Pontoon Soon Sinks. 


“All three of us managed to cling to 
one of the ‘pontoons, but this sank 
within five minutes as the bottom must 
have been badly damaged by the land- 
ing. The other pontoon floated away. 

“Robbins struck out for the shore 
first, closely followed by Hactor. I 
could not swim as fast and took it 
more leisurely, I could hear Hactor and 
Robbins encouraging each other. They 
seemed to be getting along well. At 
about 10:30 o’clock I failed to hear 
their voices. I never saw or heard them 
after that. 

“At about 5:30 o’clock I struck the 
beach near Laguna, but was too weak to 
get upand walk. I lay therefully 20 
minutes before I could regain sufficient 
strength to walk to the deputy sheriff's 
office.” 

Commander Hactor was unmarried. 

Robbins had two small sons. He was 
42 years old. Mrs. Robbins lives here. 


One Body Is Found. 


Laguna Beach, Calif., June 22 (By 
A. P.).—While planes and scores of 
boats, including two destroyers, search- 
ed the waters off Laguna Beach today 
for two men passengers of a seaplane 
that crashed into the ocean 5 miles 
off shore last night, a body, supposed 
to be that of one of the victims, Charles 
Robbins, of San Diego, was washed 
ashore today at Newport Beach. 

Search was continued for Lieut. 
Comdr. Hactor, with slight hope that 
he would be found alive. The fact 
that he wore a life belt when he struck 
out from the plane led to the belief 
that he may have been able to sur- 
vive the seas. 

The body of Robbins was tentatively 
identified by a belt buckle bearing the 
initial “R.” There was a deép cut on 
the forehead. 

Lieut. Fisher staggered ashore during 
the night; weak and suffering from 
cuts on His Nand and over an eye. He 
told how the three men, all wearing 
life belts, had started to swim to shore 
from the place where the seaplane 
sank. 

The plane was flying from Seattle, 
Wash., to San Diego. When he struck 
a heavy fog bank, Lieut. Fisher, the 
pilot, dropped to a low altitude, hoping 
to get beneath the fog. He miscalcu- - 
lated, however, and the ship nosed 
tnto the sea, sinking quickly. 

Lieut. Fisher, reaching shore, stume- 
bled into a camp of women and chile 
dren. His haggard appearance fright- 
ened them, and thinking him a tramp 
they refused aid. He went to another 
camp and was taken to Laguna Beach. 
Later a seaplane picked him up and 
took him to San Diego.

Compromise Affecting Basic 
Principles Laid Down by 
America Held Impossible. 


OFFICIALS BAN SACRIFICE 
OF COUNTRY’S POSITION 


Concessions on Details Pur- 
posely Made Elastic Only 
Declared Permissible.

America will stand pat, as the saying 
goes, on all the basic principles in the 
program which the United States laid 
down at the opening of the tripartite 
maval conference at Geneva. This 
means no compromise is possible with 
Great Britain and Japan on matters 
which really affect this nation’s future 


relative naval strength and which are 
regarded as essential to national de- 
fense. 

The reassuring announcement of 
America’s position was made to the 
press in the most authoritative quarter 
here yesterday. It was not made in a 
spirit of bravado or with a view to 
breaking down the natural desire of the 
British or Japanese to advance their 
counter plans. It was in the nature of 
an advance explanation to the Ameri- 
can people that the purpose of the 
United States Government was to ob- 
tain, if possibie, an agreement along 
the lines indicated, but that there was 
no purpose or intention of America to 
strive for an agreement of a compro- 
mise character simply to make the in- 
ternational meeting a diplomatic suc- 
cess. :

Americans. understand in advance that 
there is no use speculating as to how 
gn agreement can be reached which 
would go counter to the principles laid 
down by the delegates from the United 
States. In other words, it is felt here 
that the atmosphere might as well be 
clarified on that point before the tech- 
nical committees get fairly started on 
their deliberations. 


Compromise Held Unthinkable. 


America does not have to make an 
agreement respecting limitation of 
armaments for ships not covered by the 
Washington Conference, it is pointed 
out. For reasons of promoting peace, 
checking needless competitive naval 
building and saving the money of the 
taxpayers, the United States has every 
desire to see an agreement reached, but 
an agreement which in any way com- 
promises America’s national defense or 
involves sacrifice of America’s position 
as @ naval power would be unthinkable, 
it is indicated, even if the Congress and 
the American people would consider in- 
dorsement of such an agreement. And, 
it is added, that neither Congress nor 
the people of this country would for 
& moment sanction such a treaty. 

The question raised by Senator 
Borah, as to whether increased expendi- 
tures for Naval armament can be ex- 
pected in any event from the next Con- 
gress or in the near future, is not re- 
garded by officials as having a bearing 
on President Coolidge’s determination 
to reject any compromise agreement not 
based on the American plan. 

The United States can refuse to en- 
ter into an agreement and conserve 
her future position without damage to 
national defense, whether Congress be- 
gins building at once or not, it is em- 
phasized. But if America, for the sake 
of international harmony or for rea- 
sons of economy, binds herself to abide 
by an unsatisfactory agreement, she

Total Tonnage Opposed. 
Another primal] -difficulty raised by 


' the British plan has yet found no likely 


solution; that is, British repugnance 
to establishing total tonnage for auxili- 
ary war craft, the British merely wish- 
ing to fix the size of individual war- 
ships and their total number. 

If the Japanese plan were accepted it 
would give Great Britain a considerably 
higher percentage of war craft than the 
United States, and some way must be 
found in juggling all three plans to 
establish parity on paper at least be- 
tween the two Anglo-Saxon nations, 
leaving the American people to decide 
whether they wish to build up to the 
treaty-declared parity. 

If the danger seems to have been 
momentarily averted concerning the 
fixation of a fairly satisfactory cruiser 
ratio as between the United States and 
Japan, great difficulties remain con- 
cerning the concluding part of the 
Japanese project, acceptance of which 
would permit Japan to construct all 
submarines without limit, as well as 
aircraft carriers under 10,000 tons and 
surface ships having a speed of under 
20 knots, the guns of which would not 
exceed 6 inches.

Bridgeman, first lord of the British 
admiralty, that an armed Mauretania 
would be merely an eggshell target. 

Alluding to the British proposal to 
reduce the size of cruisers to 7,500 tons, 
Admiral Jones told the newspaper men 
that the more one reduces the size of 
cruisers the more the cruisers become 
eggshells.

BOTH CRITICALLY HURT 


Pinned under their wrecked automo-

Posses of Officers and Citi-’ 
zens Seek Escaped Men Over | 
Wet, Soggy Ground. | 


MINE STILL BEING HELD | 
BY KANSAS PRISONERS | 


Guards Are Captives; Demand | 
for Cigarettes Is Refused 
by Deputy.Warden. 


Huntsville, Tex., June 22 (By A. P.). 
An all-day hunt of large posses of 
officers and citizens of Madison County, 
over wet, soggy ground which hindered 
both pursued and pursuers, resulted in 
the recapture of seven of the 35 long- 


term convicts, who escaped last night | 
from the Ferguson Prison Farm. 

Dogged hunt for the other 28 
escaped prisoners continued tonight 
under the leadership of Walker Sayle, 
acting manager of the State Prison 
System. 

The men escaped by sawing a hole 
through the floor of their barracks and 
slipping out one at a time before a 
guard detected their aetion and pre- 
vented others from following sult. 

Three of the men who fled were re- 
captured in a short time after the | 
break. The other four were rounded | 
up during the day. 


} 
Barracks For Each 150 Men. | 


The Ferguson Farm is on the Trinity 
River bottoms, in the south central 
section of the State. The section is 
comparatively sparsely settled, and in 
places thickly wooded. Each barracks 
building is constructed of wood with 
iron bars around the inside walls, and 
is designed to accommodate 150 men. 

Prison officials credited thé leader- 
ship in the break to Ed. Crowder, Alvin 
Ireland, Price Washer and John Reid. 
They were under long sentences for 
robberies. 

Ireland figured in a desperate es- 
cape eleven months ago when two men 
drove to the prisoners’ barracks, shot 
and killed the guard, unlocked the door, 
called Ireland and three other prison- 
ers out and drove away. Reid, one of, 
the supposed leaders, was one of the 
three recaptured early in the day. 

Blood hounds at the farm were put 
on the trail and additional packs call- 
ed from other units of the prison sys- 
tem. Rains and the condition of the 
ground hampered thé dogs in fol- 
lowing the scent. 

The escape was the second large orie 
in Texas in ten days. Twenty-four 
Mexican convicts broke away from an- 
other prison farm June 13, and most 
of them remain at large. 


Kansas Mutiny Continues. 


Lansing, Kans., June 22 (By A. P.). 
Facing hunger and darkness after 36 
hours in the depths of the Kansas Peni- 
tentiary coal mine, 328 mutinous con- 
victs late today communicated with of- 
ficials on the. surface for the first time 
to request that the wives of guards held 


prisoner underground be permitted to |, 


talk to their husbands. 

The request was dismissed with “I'll 
think it over,” by Deputy Warden R. 
H. Hudspeth, and later it was an- 
nounced by Lacey Simpson, member of 
the prison board, that the request 
would not be granted because “it would 
cause confusion at the mine top.” 

The officials showed a firm determi- 
nation to concede nothing to the muti- 
neers, who yesterday morning seized 
the mine as a part of a demonstration 
to enforce their demands for cigarettes. 

The prearranged demonstration cul- 
minated last night in a riot of 310 
prisoners in cell house B, during which 
the burning of the prison twine fac- 
tory had been planned. The uprising 
was quickly quelled, however, when the 
deputy warden opened fire on the riot- 
ing convicts after one guard had been 
stabbed. 


“Hard-Boiled” Ones in Cells. 


Today the twine factory was idle and 
the 120 “hard-boiled” convicts em- 
ployed there were locked in their cells. 

A machine gun brought to the prison 
by Sheriff R. E. Galvin, of Leavenworth 
County, was set up “for display pur- 
poses.” 

Eleven of the fourteen guards and 
bosses held in the mine are married 
and have their homes near the prison. 
Only two of the wives, however, have 
called at the prison today inquiring 
about their husbands. 

Hudspeth’s firm stand with the mu- 
tineers was commended today by War- 
den W. H. Mackay in a telegram from 
Beaumont, Tex., where he had gone 
to get a prisoner. 

“Glad you are dealing with an iron 
hand, making no concession to their 
childish demands for cigarettes,” the 
telegram said. “This may require some 
hot shot; accommodate them. It is 
unfortunate the better class of in- 
mates suffer the stigma of these brain- 
less idiots.” 

The deputy warden declared he would 
make no effort to communicate with 
the men in the mine. 

“They'll come out when they get 
hungry enough,” he said. The only 
food the men had was that sent down 
the shaft to them for luncheon just 
before the mutiny yesterday’ morning. 
Twenty mules employed in the mine. 
however, are a potential source of food. 
In the mine mutiny last July the con- 
victs threatened to slaughter the 
mules, but surrendered without do- 
ing so.

| Bag Army Being Trained 
To Fight Corn Borer 


New York, June 22 (By A. P.).— 
A new aerial fighting force is being 
developed in America to fight under 
the banner of the American farmer 
to make th: world safe for field 
corn, says Dr. L. O. Howard, chief 
of the Bureau of Entomology, in 
Farm and Fireside. 

The force, numbering untold mil- 
lions of European bugs that resem- 
ble small, fighting monoplanes, will 
be loosed upon the country districts 
within the next few years, Dr. How- 
ard says. 

The recruits are being “trained” 
and multiplied by the doctor at the 
Government laboratory in Arling- 
ton, Mass., under an appropriation 
of $10,000,000. 

The principle will be “bug eat 
bug,” with the new European para- 
site being directed specifically 
against the deadly corn borer that 
preys upon American crops, the 
entomologist writes. The corn borer, 
he says, has bored a good deal more 
here than in Europe, where life for 
them is a constant battle with the 
hostile bugs.

SIFTS FOR U.S. FLIERS 
AT BUDAPEST LUNCHEON 


Chamberlin and Levine Hailed 


by Throngs; Later Return 
to Vienna by Air. 


GOING TO PRAGUE TODAY 


Budapest, Hungary, June 25 (By A 
P.).—Clarence B. Chamberlin and 
Charles A. Levine, American transat- 
lantic aviators, today made a flying 
visit from Vienna to Budapest in their 
monoplane, the Columbia, in which 
they made their flight from New York 
to Germany. 

The roads from the flying field at 
Matasfoeld to the city were lined with 
a great crowd of people anxious to see 
the fliers, while other thousands gath- 
ered outside of the hotel at which they 
stopped in Budapest. 

Chamberlin was presented with a 
silver loving cup and Levine with a sil- 
ver laurel wreath by the Hungarian 
Aero Club, while laudatory speeches 
were made by the American Minister, 
J. Butler Wright, the burgomaster of 
Budapest, and the Hungarian minister 
of commerce. 

Later the Americans were guests of 
the municipality at a luncheon at 
which Mr. Butler and Archduke Josef 
Franz were among those at the table 
of honor. After lunch the. airmen 
waved to the crowds and then hur- 
ried to the air field to return to 
Vienna, their visit having lasted about 
444 hours. 

Tomorrow the aviators expect to go 
to Prague, Czechoslovakia, where the 
government has arranged a reception 
for them. They will be met at the 
frontier by Czech airmen, who will es- 
cort them to Prague. 


SOVIET EXECUTIONS 
AROUSE LABORITES 


Meeting Murder by Murder 
ls Degradation, British 


Party Asserts. 


London, June 22 (By A. P.).—The 
fervent hope that executions in Soviet 
Russia, such as those of the recent 20 
alleged counter-revolutionists, will cease, 
was voiced today in a resolution adopt- 
ed at a joint meeting of the executive 
committee of the labor party and of the 
general council of the Trades Union 
Congress. 

“While recognizing the Soviet Gov- 
ernment’s indignation at the murder of 
M. Voikoff (Soviet Minister at Warsaw), 
the resolution said, “we are obliged to 
protest against the execution of persons 
innocent thereof as a reprisal. We are 
of the opinion that meeting murder by 
murder is a degradation of the stand- 
ards of civilized life and can produce 
nothing but harm to Soviet Russia. We 
fervently hope that such executions 
will cease.” 

The conference also adopted a resolu- 
tion expressing “uncompromising op- 
position to the government’s pro- 
posals for the so-called reform of the 
House of Lords.” 

“We are of the opinion that the 
House of Commons should be the su- 
preme authority in legislation and 
finance and that the hereditary upper 
chamber should be abolished,” the reso- 
lution said. 


Five Deacons Resign 
In Straton Dispute 


New York, June 22 (By A. P.).—Five 
deacons of the Calvary Baptist Church 
resigned tonight following a difference 
of opinion with the pastor, the Rev. 
John Roach Straton, noted fundamen- 
talist preacher, over pentecostal serv- 
ices recently held in the church. 

The deacons said they were not per- 
mitted to voice the reasons for the 
resignations at the regular church 
meeting tonight, and announced their 
decision to reporters because of the en- 
forcement of the “gag rule” by Dr. 
Straton. Dr. Straton said the deacons 
had resigned, but added the resigna- 
tions were not acted upon because a 
quorum was not present. 

The resigning deacons are H. A. Von 
Opstall, chairman of the board and su- 
perintendent of the Sunday School; 
John Hurst, Leonard B. Wilson, treas- 
urer of the church; Stephen A. Brad- 
ford and Frank E. Wentworth.

Flier Leaves Scott Field for 
Dayton, Where He Will 
Pass the Night. 


TAKE-OFF FOR CAPITAL 
IS SET AT NOON TODAY 


Assistant Secretaries of War, 
Navy and Commerce 
Hope to See Him. 


Dayton, Ohio, June 22 (By A. P.).— 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, transatlantic 
flying hero, tonight was the guest of 
the city recognized as the cradle of 
aviation and the home of the man who 
invented the airplane. 

Col. Lindbergh arrived in Dayton to- 
night from Scott Field, Belleville, I1l., 
25 miles from St. Louis, and received 
a welcome that for enthusiasm lacked 


nothing of the warmth of receptions ac- 
corded him in three capitals of the Old 
World and in Washington, New York 
and St. Louis. 

Col. Lindbergh landed at the new 
Wright Field. near Dayton, at 7:25 
o'clock in a single-seat Army pursuit 
plane in which he took off from Scott 
Field at 4 p.m. An escort of two simi- 
lar planes accompanied him, one carry- 
ing Maj. Thomas F. Lanphier, com- 
mandant of the first pursuit group, 
Selfridge Field, Mich., and the other 
Lieut. St. Clair Street. He also was ac- 
‘companied by Harold M. Bixby, Harry 
Ball Knight and Maj. William B. Rob- 
ertson, three of his St. Louis backers, in 
an Army transport plane. 


Frenzied Cheers by Crowd. 


Col. Lindbergh came down on Wilbur 
Wright Field to the frenzied cheering 
of several thousand Daytonians. He 
heard again the cry “Lindy! Lindy!” 
Police and Wright Field officials quickly 
surrounded the plane and _ escorted 
Lindbergh to an automobile, and in a 
few minutes he was in the city and at 
the head of a parade quickly formed 
for the occasion. He entered the city 
to the cheering of suburbanites and 
sped on to the home of Orville Wright, 
whose guest he was tonight. 

No public ceremonies wer. prepared 
for the young flier here. 

Col. Lindbergh will leave Dayton at 
noon tomorrow for Washington. 


To Confer Here on Book. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 22 (By A. P.).— 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh probably will 
confer in Washington with Army, Navy 

and Department of Commerce experts 
in regard to technical phases of his 
book, “We,” now in hands of the pub- 
lishers. 

Thomas N. Dysart, chairman of the 
Lindbergh welcome home publicity 
committee, said Col. Lindbergh feared 
there were a few technical errors in the 
book, which he started to write on the 
cruiser Memphis and which he finished 
in New York. 

Publication is scheduled within a 
week or two, but the technical revision 
may delay it slightly. 


Officials Want ot See Him. 


Should Col. Charles A. Lindberg’s 
plans and time permit, Secretaries for 
Aeronautics Davison, Warner and Mac- 
Cracken, of the War, Navy and Com- 
merce Departments, respectively, hope 
to hold a conference with the trans- 
atlantic flier, who is expected here to- 
day, with regard tc flying matters. 

The War Department stated that at 
the time of Col. Lindbergh’s recent 
visit here, they expressed hope they 
might have the opportunity of talk- 
ing with him at length and in quiet 
surroundings, feeling that as a result 
of his long experience on American 
air fields and first-hand impressioris of 
European fiying methods, his views

Supreme State Tribunal Says 
Election Measure Is

MISO MACKAYE CLEARED 
OF FIRST FELONY GOUNT 


State Rests Case in Trial of 
Widow After Raymond’s 
Fatal Beating. 


CONSPIRACY IS DENIED 


Los Angeles, June 22 (By A. P.).—The | 


defense of Dorothy Mackaye, stage ac- 
tress, succeeded in having one of two 
felony counts against her thrown out of 
court today within a few minutes after 
the State rested in its efforts to prove 
her guilty of conspiring with Dr. W. J. 
Sullivan, of Hollywood, to conceal the 
real cause of death of her actor hus- 
band, Ray Raymond, last April. 


On the ground of insufficient evi- 
dence, Superior Judge Charles Burnell 
dismissed the charge that the actress 
was an accessory after the fact. The 
other count charges compounding of a 
felony. 

Spurred on by victory, the defense 
plunged into its case by putting a wit- 
ness on the stand who testified that 
Miss Mackaye went to Dr. Sullivan’s 
office in a highly nervous state after 
the death of her husband and was 
given smelling salts because of her 
weak condition. 

The witness, Mrs. Margaret Sweeney, 
Dr. Sullivan’s attendant, told of over- 
hearing a conversation between the 
physician and the actress in which 
the former demanded his $500 fee. This 
fee, which Paul Kelly, under sentence 
for Raymond’s death as a result of a 
fist fight two days previously, sent to 
Miss Mackaye with hospital expenses, 
was made a basis for conspiracy charges 
against Dr. Sullivan, who is alleged to 
have reported to the coroner that Ray- 
mond died of natural causes. Mrs. 
Sweeney said the physician assumed a 
relentless professional tone indicating, 
defense attorneys attempted to point 
out, that there was no conspiracy be- 
tween the two. 


IOAN BRATIANO, HEADS 
CABINET IN ROUMANIA 


New Ministry Is Expected to 
Resign as Soon as New 
Elections Are Held. 


Bucharest, June 22 (By A. P.).—The 
newly formed cabinet set up today by 
Ioan Bratiano for the purpose of con- 


ducting the forthcoming election is 
expected to resign as soon as the elec- 
tions are held, probably some time next 
month. It is understood thah elec- 
tions for the chamber of deputies will 
be held on July 18 and the senate on 
July 25. 

M. Bratiano, who is leader of the lib- 
eral party, formed his cabinet after the 
resignation of the ministry of Prince 
Stirbey, which broke down when nego- 
tiations between the liberals and the 
national peasants party failed.

First Economy Move in the 
Industry Is Announced

HERRICK SAILS FOR U.S 
TO DISCUSS PEACE PACT 


Ambassador Bears Official 
Suggestions of France Re- 
garding Procedure. 


HOPES OF PARIS ARE HIGH 


Paris, June 22 (By A. P.).—Myron T. 
Herrick, the American Ambassador to 
France, is on his way’ home aboard the 
French liner Ile de France, which sailed 
from Havre this evening. The ambas- 
sador will take up with the Govern- 
ment at Washington the proposed 
Franco-American treaty to make war 
impossible between the two countries. 

M. Briand, the French foreign minis- 
ter, first suggested such a treaty on his 
own responsibility in a message to the 
American people through the Associated 
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tiations since last evening, when Shel- 
don Whitehouse, charge d'affaires in 
the absence of the ambassador, called 
to receive certain suggestions from the 
French government as to the method 
of procedure. 

Ambassador Herrick has a memoran- 
dum of these suggestions with him, 
but their exact nature has not been 
disclosed. It is assumed in French po- 
litical circles that negotiations will now 
proceed earnestly, but leisurely, until 
an agreement is reached. 

It is expected that little will be ac- 
complished here during the summer on 
account of the absence of the Ameri- 
can ambassador and the necessity of M.

Some form of farm relief legislation 
also will be considered by the Repub- 
lican leader, but he said Congress 
would want to frame a plan in this re- 
spect which was “fundamentally 
sound.”

Probably the reductions, if any, can 
only be made in one or two of the 
different sources of our. revenue, such 
as the corporation tax admission, auto- 
mobile and personal income taxes.” 


Corporation Tax Cut First. 


The ways and means committee, in 
determining questions relating to tax 
reduction, will have to be guided, 
Chairman Green asserted, by the sur- 
plus which the coming fiscal year and 
ensuing years would produce under the 
present rates, with such other income 
as the Treasury might derive from the 
miscellaneous receipts. 

“It should be kept in mind,” he 
added, “that on account of the failure 
of the second deficiency bill to pags 
the Senate, that bill immediately must 
be passed by the next Congress, and 
the amount thereof taken from the rev- 
enue of the fiscal year of 1928.

Judge and Prosecutor Held 
Unfair and Prejudiced in 
Conducting Case. 


SIX TIMES NEAR NOOSE 


Chicago, June 22 (By A. P.).—B8ix 
times within the shadow of the gallows 
and four times saved by last-minute 
reprieves, Russell T. Scott, sentenced 
to death for murder, gained a new trial 
today when the State Supreme Court 
remanded his case with severe criticism 
of Judge Marcus Kavanaugh and the 
office of Robert E. Crowe, Cook Coun- 
ty State’s attorney. 

“We wish it distinctly understood 
that we have not even considered the 
question of whether the defendant was 
shown by legitimtae evidence in this 
case to be sane or insane within the 
meaning of the statute,” said the court. 

The last phase of Scott's case went 
before the high court upon an appeal 
from a decision that he had recovered 
sanity and was subject to hanging after 
his life once had been saved by a last- 
minute finding that he was insane and 
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after he had served many months in 
pai State prison. for the criminal in- 


te is apparent that the defendant 
has not had a fair and impartial trial,” 
read the decision. Judge Kavanaugh 
was held incompetent because of 
prejudice and the jury was held to have 
been incompetent because it was “un- 
duly prejudiced by the conduct of the 
Judge and the misconduct of the prose- 
cutor,” 

“We have had to reverse many cases 
coming from the Criminal Court of 
Cook County for similar unprofessional 
conduct of the prosecutors there and 
we have recently indicated that we will 
not hesitate to reverse judgment so ob- 
tained,” said the court in ite decision 
handed down at Springfield. 

Scott today heard dully and without 
emotion that he again would be retried 
for the crime for which his brother, 
Robert, now is serving a life sentence— 
the slaying of young Joseph Maurer, 
clerk in a drug store robbery nearly 
four years ago.

SUICIDE RATE HIGHEST 
ALONG PACIFIC COAST 


Proportion in Far West Cities 
Much Greater Than in 
the East. 


SACRAMENTO IS IN LEAD 


New York, June 22 (By A. P.).—The 
tendency to suicide is much more pro- 
nounced in the large cities of the Pa- 


cific Coast than in the great centers of 
population in the East and middle 
West, states Dr. Frederick L. Hoffman 
in a statistical study prepared for the 
Spectator, an insurance journal. Mr. 
Hoffman is consulting statistician for 
the Prudential Insurance Co. of Amer- 
ica. 

“The wide publicity of student sul- 
cides does not justify most of the com- 
ments as regards alleged suicide epi- 
demics or suicide waves, which exist 
chiefly in the imagination of amateur- 
ish observers,” he declares, pointing 
out that the increase during 1926 was 
less than 1 per 100,000 of population. 

He estimates, however, that there are 
some 15,000 suicides in this country 
annually. “Something must be radi- 


cally wrong with our civilization,” he 
concludes, “that so vast an army of 
men and women, young and old, rich 
and poor, white and black, should find 


the conditions of existence intolerable.” |: 


He finds that the United States, never- 
theless, “holds a normal position as re- 
gards’ suicidal frequency when com- 
pared to other nations.” 

The highest rate of 120 American 
cities for 1926 was reached by Sacra- 
mento, Calif., with 46.3 r 100,000. 
San Diego had 414 per 100,000. The 
only Eastern city with an extraordinary 
high rate was Atlantic City, N. J., 
which was third with 35.3. Next in 
order were Spokane, Wash., 26.6; Den- 
ver, C 0o., 25.6; Dallas, Tex., 29.1; Seat- 
tle, Wash., 22.8; Tampa, Fla., 22.5, and 
Los Angeles, Calif., 21.6. 

In New York the rate for the bor- 
oughs of Manhattan and the Bronx 
was 203; for Boston it was 13.3; for 
Philadelphia, 15, and for Baltimore, 
13.6. In Chicago the rate was 16.2. 
The rate was considerably lower in the 
smaller cities of the East, in several 
less than 5. 

The rate for the United States as a 
whole was 12.1, which was almost the 
same as that for Australia and New 
Zealand and about 2 less than for 
Sweden and Denmark. The highest 
rates were for Austria, Germany, Hun- 
gary and Switzerland, varying between 
21 and 23. The lowest were found in 
northern Ireland, 3.7; Spain, 3.9; Scot- 
land, 6; The Netherlands, 6.7; Italy, 
7.8, and England and Wales, 9.7.

POLICE TO HALT CROWDS 


Dublin, Ireland, June 22 (By A. P.). 
While police today were completing ar- 
rangements to prevent any public dem- 
onstrations at tomorrow's opening of 
the Dail Eireann, a difference of opin- 
lon developed as to the legal aspect 
of the expulsion of the elected depu- 
ties of the Fiana Fail, Eamon de Va- 
lera’s party, who will refuse to take 
the oath of allegiance to the king. 

Three members of the bar, Arthur 
C. Meredith, Albert Wood and Gavin 
Duffy, today expressed the opinion that 
there was no authority under the 
Irish treaty or the constitution for ex- 
cluding any member from any part 
of the house, whether he had taken 
the oath or not, before the house had 
been duly constituted and the speaker 
elected. In fact, they declared that the 
speaker could not‘be validly elected 
in the absence of such excluded mem- 
ber or members of the house. The elec- 
tion of ~ speaker is the first item on 
the Dail’s program. 

Under the police plans announced 
this afternoon, crowds will be pro- 
hibited from gathering in the streets 
near Parliament House and great care 
will be exercised in admitting only 
properly accredited persons into the 
court yard. 

Like the other elected deputies, Mr 
De Valera and the members of his party 
will be able to pass the gateway, but 
will not be admitted to the house with- 
out taking the oath of allegiance, an 
act which they have announced they 
will not perform. Many supporters of

THE CRUISER QUESTION. 

Since the Washington Treaty was ratified 
Great Britain and Japan have greatly in- 
creased the number of their auxiliary ships, 
while the United States has added very few 
auxiliaries. The United States stands third 
in naval strength. The increasing relative su- 
periority of foreign navies is the fundamental 
reason for calling the present naval conference 
at Geneva. The United States suggests that, 
in order to do away with the uneasiness caused 
by naval competition, and for economy’s sake, 


the 6-5-3 ratio shall be applied to auxiliaries 


as well as to capital ships. 

Great Britain can not accept that proposal 
without scrapping cruisers. The question that 
confronted the British delegates was: What 
alternative proposal can we make which might 
appeal to the Americans? The proposal finally 
broached by the British was that the number of 
cruisers should not be limited, but that their 
individual tonuage should be cut down to 
7,500 tons, and the size of their guns to 6 
inches. The plausible argument is made that 
reduction of the size of cruisers and the size 
of guns is actual reduction of naval strength, 
and a step toward universal disarmament. 

But the British proposal is entirely unac- 
ceptable to the United States. A cruiser is 
A merchant ship 
carrying 6-inch guns and manned by experts 
is a cruiser. The bigger and faster the ship, 
the more formidable it is as a commerce de- 


merely a gun platform.

By fixing the limit at 7,500 tons and the 
muze of guns at 6 inches, the merchant fleet of 
Great Britain could be transformed into cruis- 
avs. The potential cruiser strength of the 
Hritish empire and the United States, as made 
up of the merchant fleet, is as follows:

In merchant ships from 6,000 to 25,000 tons 
and over, Great Britain has 663 ships and the 
United States 98. The Udited States has only 
one ship over 25,000 tons. 

Thus, if the United States should agree to 
the British proposal, there would be no large 
and fast American cruisers to cope with the 
enormously large number of small British 
cruisers. The United States would be hope- 
lessly outclassed on the sea, and its commerce 
would be at the mercy of a foreign fleet. 

It would be a thousand times better for the 
United States to have the Geneva conference 
fail, leaving matters where they stand, than 
to agree to the British proposal. Under pres- 
#@ut conditions the United States is at least 
dee to build cruisers of sufficient size and 
power to protect American commerce. 

' The merchant marine is an indispensable 
Great Britain so regards it, 
and provides accordingly. The United States 
ts failing to maintain an adequate merchant 
g@urine. Its peace-time commerce is now .pay- 
weg tribute to foreign flags.

A CIGARETTE INCIDENT.

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pace is, however, so fast that there are those 
who do not keep up with it. For instance, 
Mrs. Julia Faulhaber, Asbury Park sales- 
woman, who caused the arrest of a man who 
asked her for a cigarette. 

“Is that all he did to you?” asked the 
judge, before whom the charge of disorderly 
conduct was heard.

The court disagreed and so will the modern 
world. The use of tobacco by women is no 
new thing. Instead of the corncob of pioneer 
days, flappers and their mothers now prefer 
their “fags.’’ The sale and consumption of 
tigarettes in the past two decades has increased 
tremendously, due to a degree, as manufac- 
turers now acknowledge in their advertising, 
to spread of the habit among women. Where- 
ever man once smoked, woman does now, and 
Mrs. Faulhaber, apparently unconscious of 
what had been taking place, will have to ac- 
cept the new conditions as Rip Van Winkle 
did when progress passed him while he slept. 


POLITICS IN THE SENATE. 


The latest suggestion for an extra session 
of Congress comes from Senator Jones, of 
Washington, who would have the President 
convene the Senate prior to December, so that 
the right of William S, Vare and Frank L. 
Smith to their seats in that body might be 
established before other and more normal 
matters are considered. The Western senator 
anticipates a hopeless jam of legislative busi- 
ness unless his suggestion is adopted. 

The country’s patience, which the Senate 
has taxed often heretofore, will suffer but a 
little more when it comes to. the disruption 
of legitimate affairs while the upper branch 
of Congress engages in this political wrangle. 
Much valuable time was consumed in the 
Sixty-ninth Congress while the Senate debated 
its power to override the Constitution and 
set itself up as an authority above and beyond 
the law. 

The Senate will be asked again, by both 
Smith and Vare, to say whether a citizen need 
do more than fulfill the constitutional quali- 
fications in order to become a member of that 
body. The answer patently should be that no 
further requirements are needed, but in any 
event consideration of the question should not 
be allowed to interfere with prompt action on 
such questions as flood control and tax reduc- 
tion. Settlement of the issues involved in 
the Smith and Vare cases does not require an 
extra session. A little less politics and more 
common sense should suffice. 


THE NEW BANK ACT. 


Before the Maine State Bankers Association, 
Comptroller of the Currency McIntosh stated 
recently that more than $1,000,000,000 has 
been added to national bank resources since 
the passage of the law known as the McFadden 
act. The law has been on the statute books 
less than four months, and during that time 
eighteen State banks have consolidated with 
national banks under the national charter, and 
sixteen State banks have voluntarily converted 
into national banks, 

This gain in national bank resources by ad- 
ditions from the State banks is greater than 
the total losses in resources suffered by the 
national bank system through relinquishment 
of national charters in favor of State charters 
from 1923 to 1926. 

In the period following the World War the 
resources of the national banks fell off largely 
because of the greater liberality of State 
charters, particularly in. regard to branch 
banking privileges. This situation became so 
alarming as to attract nation-wide attention, 
since the Federal Reserve system depends upon 
the vitality of the national bank system. 

These restorations to the national bank sys- 
tem from State banks are not confined to any 
one section, but are distributed among the 
banks in all parts of the country. They will 
in time completely restore the equilibrium be- 
tween the State and the national bank systems. 
This act, says the comptroller, has more than 
justified itself as an aid to the national bank 
system. 


VETERANS’ INSURANCE. 


Just nine days remain in which veterans 
of the World War may convert, or reinstate 
and convert, their war-time term insurance. 
Thousands, according to officials of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau, have not as yet taken advan- 
tage of the opportunity offered. 

Converted policies are offered in seven 
standard forms, all comparatively inexpensive, 
and bearing no restriction as to travel cr 
occupation. All participate in annual divi- 
dends, approximately equal to the value of 
one monthly premium. The Government has 
been more liberal in its insurance than any 
private company could pretend to be, and it 
is to the advantage of any who may be eligible 
to convert their policies while there is yet 
time. 

On July 2, all rights under the renewable 
term policies cease. Never again will an equal 
opportunity be offered. Those who are put- 
ting off converting, or reinstating and con- 
verting, their policies should delay no longer. 
Every one should make it a point to advise 
veterans not to let their chances to participate 
in a real bargain slip away. 


THE IRISH SITUATION, 


Ireland will determine today just what de- 
gree of progress has been made in that country 
since it achieved autonomy. As the result of 
the general election the government of Presi- 
dent Cosgrave no longer can control Dail 
Bireann of its own right. Announcement has 
been made that the Cosgrave party will not 
seek a coalition, and the Fianna: Fail sup- 
porters of Eamon de Valera say that they in- 
tend to claim their seats without taking the 
oath of allegiance to the crown, which is. re- 
quired under the treaty between Southern 
Ireland and England. 

In its complexities the situation may be 
said to be typically Irish. None of the minority 


| parties has indicated any preference between 


the Cosgrave and De Valera groups. Such 
expressions as have been made indicate a de- 
sire on the part of the smaller factions to 
remain neutral. A situation might very easily 
arise under such circumstances which would 
render Dail Eireann impotent, unable even to 
organize, ae rs 

It disorder. results, it will come from the 


| determination of the Fianna Fail members to 


claim their elective rights 
allegiance to the crown. Those Irish | 
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not yet satisfied with the freedom granted 
them under Free State government ought, 
however, to remember that the treaty between 
Ireland and England was signed by Arthur 
Griffith and Michael Collins, two of the staneh- 
est republicans in the history of that move- 
ment. Only Ireland could be harmed now 
by throwing away the progress of five years, 
and the founders of the present system, with 
its loose but connecting link with the British 
Empire, would be the last to advocate such a 
course if they were still alive. 


THE BRITISH HOUSE OF LORDS. 


The proposal to reform the British House 
of Lords is by no means the outcome of a new 
or sudden inspiration: It has, in one form 
or other, been before the public for many 
years, On occasion, as, for example, during 
the reign of Queen Anne, a refractory upper 
chamber has been brought to its senses by 
the creation of a batch of new peers in num- 
bers sufficient to override opposition to the 
legislative program of the chief minister of 
the day; sometimes the mere threat to swamp 
the house in this manner has produced the de- 
sired result. The final veto power possessed 
for ages by the House of Lords was altogether 
taken away by the Parliament act, passed in 
1911, the principal raison d’etre for this high- 
handed proceeding being its rooted antipathy 
to Irish home rule. 


The proposition for reconstruction, now be- 
ing debated by the august body itself, has for 
several months past engaged the attention of 
a committee made up of peers and members 
of the House of Commons. Still earlier, some 
two years ago, a committee of peers issued a 
questionnaire to more than 300 members of 
the House of Lords, and the replies received 
indicated, by a large majority, a willingness 
to abandon the hereditary right to sit and 
vote, and to agree to a limitation of the num- 
ber of the members of the upper chamber, 
provided that a substantial representation was 
given to the hereditary peers in the newly 
constituted body, and that remedies were 
found for certain defects inherent in the work- 
ing of the Parliament act. 


Embodfing these views, Lord Fitz Alan 
moved on Monday the adoption of a resolution 
to the effect that, in view of the lofg-standing 
declaration of ministers that reform of the 
second chamber of the legislature is of urgent 
importance to the public service, the House 
of Lords would welcome a reasonable measure 
limiting and defining its membership and deal- 
ing with the defects of certain provisions of 
the Parliament act. 


Behind these bland generalities there is the 
purpose so to reform the House of Lords that 
it will be modernized and developed into a 
true legislative chamber. Most of its seats 
will become elective instead of hereditary; it 
will have more powers in dealing with financial 
matters, and laws involving constitutional is- 
sues can not be passed over its adverse vote. 
It will thus become an integral part of the 
legislative machinery and its influence will 
be greatly strengthened, because iit will be a 
body of extensive power instead of being a 
mere debating society. 

The reform now proposed will necessarily 
meet with opposition from various quarters, 
but if the administration is in earnest, as it 
appears to be, it will probably command 
enough votes to put its program through. 


WHEAT, COTTON AND CORN. 


Promoters of farm relief legislation by 
Congress are respectfully asked to read the 
communication of President Lewis E. Pierson, 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, to President Coolidge, wherein atten- 
tion is called to the increase in price of wheat, 
cotton and corn. 

This is a vindication of President Coolidge’s 
veto of the McNary-Haugen bill, and another 
demonstration that economic forces are ac- 
complishing normally what an act of Congress 
could not accomplish. 

While prices were higher in May this year 
than last December, and since last May have 
been advancing, on December 15 the price 
of wheat the farmer recéived was $1.22 a 
bushel. On May 15 it was $1.24 and now is 
about $1.25 to $1.26. Last December the 
farmer received 64% cents a bushel for corn, 
on May 15 he received 72 cents and now he 
is receiving more than 75 cents. 
ber cotton to the grower brought 10 cents a 
pound, 01 May 15 it brought 13 cents and now 
is bringing about 16 cents. 

In the case of corn, the increase in price 
is due to smaller supply. In the case of wheat, 
the increase in price is due to the shortage in 
winter wheat. In the case of cotton, the in- 
crease in price is due to smaller supply caused 
by the flood. 

This object lesson should be of considerabie 
value to those who appear to have less faith 
in economic laws than in a law of Congress. 


HIGH LIVING IN NEW YORK. 


The cost of keeping a roof over the head 
reached a pew level this week when a New 
York physician paid $900,000 for an apart- 
ment. In exchange for this sum he will have 
a 20-room dwelling on the two top floors 
of the structure, which is being built on the 
site of the Clark mansion at Fifth avenue an4 
Seventy-seventh street. He will have only 
twelve neighbors, whose standing will be as- 
sured by the fact that their apartments will 
cost anywhere from $130,000 to $330,000. 

Even for New York, where the term “rea- 
sonable rental” may be stretched to mean any- 
thing less than $12,000, these new prices are 
astonishing. Considering maintenance and 
upkeep an apartment purchased for $900,000 
is equivalent to a rental of $70,000 a year. 
The Clark palace, which was thought the last 
word in extravagance when it was built by 
the copper magnate, is dwarfed by the cost 
of the structure that is replacing it and by 
the amount of money that will be spent by 
those who live there merely to have a home. 

The fear of the New Yorker with a moderate 
income, that there will soon be no place left 
on Manhattan Island where he may live within 
his income, may soon be realized. Increase 
in ground values, caused by the ehormous de- 
mand for space.in New York, is depopulating 
the city except during working hours. It 
takes the purse of a millionaire to resist the 
advances of business.

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NEW YORK RADIO STATION 
DENIED POWER INCREASE 


Board Disposes of Disputed} _ 
WBBR Case, One of Eight 
in Metropolitan Area. 


WMRJ ALSO IS LIMITED 


(By the Associated Press.) 


The Federal Radio Commission yes- 
terday denied the application of sta- 
tion WBBR, operated on Staten Island, 
N. Y¥., by the People’s Pulpit Associa- 
tion, ‘for a itt eney of 660 kilocycles 
instead of 1,170 given it under the 
June 15 allocation. The commission 
held the cahnge would not be in the 
public interest, convenience or neces- 
sity. 

The frequency sought by WBBR was 
the same as that allocated to WJZ, the 
powerful.New York station of the Radio 
Corporation of America. The National 
Broadcasting Co., which uses WJZ in 
its chain hookups, intervened in op- 
position to the application of WBBR. 

By its decision the commission dis- 
posed of one of the eight disputed fre- 
quency cases brought by as many sta- 
tions in the New York metropolitan 
area. 

In concluding public hearings yes- 
terday on these disputes, the commis- 
sion peremptorily denied the applica- 
tion of WMRJ, Jamaica, N. Y., to in- 
crease its power from 10 watts to 100 
watts. Chairman Bullard declared this 
change would cause interference in the 
New York City district. 

During the hearing on the applica- 
tion of WBNY, Brooklyn, Franklin Ford, 
director of WHAP, New York, asked 
that his station be placed on a better 
frequency than 1,270, on which it di- 
vides time with WBNY. He said his 
station broadcasts programs against 
vivisection, the use of cigarettes by 
children and “the political program 
of the Catholic Church,” and in op- 
position to the nomination of Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith of New York aS a 
presidential candidate. 


LIBRARY GETS COPIES 
OF “LOST WAR MAPS" 


Photostats of 63 Confederate 
Charts Added to Con- 


gressional Collection. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Photostat copies of 63 of the “lost 
war maps of the Confederacy” have 
been added to the huge collection of 
maps, charts and atlases of the Library 
of Congress. The “lost maps” were 
made in 1862-4, under the direction of 
Maj. Albert H. Campbell, chief of the 
topographical department of the Army 
of Northern Virginia, who was one of 
the assistants of Gen. Jeremy F. 
Gilmer, chief of engineers of the 
Confederate States of America. 

Gen. Gilmer had lost track of the 
maps by 1867, and Maj. Campbell was 
unable to locate them in 1887. The 
originals of the 63 now in the. Library 
of Congress index are in possession of 
the Virginia Historical Society at Rich- 
mond, the United States Military 
Academy and the College of William 
and Mary at Williamsburg, Va. Seven- 
teen others are possessed by the Con- 
federate Memorial Literary Society at 
Richmond. 

Rivers, creeks, canals and estuaries 
are shown in detail, together with rail- 
ways, highways of different classes, 
mountain passes, fords, ferries and 
bridges. Some of the maps distinguish 
churches, dwellings, barns, tobacco 
houses, blacksmith shops, mills, court- 
houses, postoffices, railway stations 
and stores. The larger scale maps 
provide a rough directory of rural 
householders in a large part of Vir- 
ginia, giving the names of Owners or 
occupants of houses marked.

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SCHUNEMAN TO HEAD 
U.S.BUILDING PROGRAM 


Asdistant Secretary to Take 
Sole Charge of $150,000,000 


Treasury Projects. 


' Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Carl T. Schuneman will be released July 
1 from other duties to take sole charge 
of the $150,000,000 Treasury building 
program which contemplates erection 
of Federal buildings and improvements 
in every State, it was announced yes- 
terday. 

The supervision of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, which devolves on Mr. 
Schuneman, will be transferred to 
Undersecretary Ogden Mills, under the 
general transfer of duties inyolved by 
the move. 

Mr. Mills also will assume super- 
vision over the office of chief clerk of 
the Treasury. However, he will re- 
linquish to Assistant Secretary Dewey 
the supervision of the Federal Farm 
Loan Board, and in addition the mat- 
ter of advances to railroads under the 
transportation act. The appointment of 
Mr. Schuneman to the sole task of 
supervising the gigantic building pro- 
gram is a sequence to his appointment 
as Assistant Secretary. He was appoint- 
ed to take charge of this task at the 
last session of Congress. Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon, it is said, feels 
the demands of the program are such 
that they will require the attention 
of one man.

F anybody ever finds a way to stop 
people from blushing, flushing and 
turning pale or a way to stop cold 

feet and sweating hands, the mail which 
comes to this column will increase 
heavily. As soon as the information 
gets spread everywhere the mail to this 
column will tumble. All of this is one 
way of saying a great many people are 
made uneasy because they blush or 
flush or turn pale, because their hands 
sweat or their feet have a way of get- 


ting cold. Some of them go a step far-|, 


ther and develop something like frost- 
bitten ears, finger tips, toes and noses 
when the weather does not justify. 

These minor disorders sometimes 
cause inconvenience and, annoyance 
and more frequently they are respon- 
sible for uneasiness. They write let- 
ters to this column by the basketful. 
I am afraid the answers they get 
through this column and by mail when 
a stamped, addressed envelope has been 
sent have proved unsatisfactory. Not 
being satisfied myself, I try to keep 
on watch for something helpful. 

In a recent issue of the Journal of 
the American Medical Association I 
noticed my friend, Dr. J. W. Walker, 
was in the same trouble I was. He had 
written the journal for help. The jour- 
nal’s answer dic not strike me as prom- 
ising to prove especially helpful to an 
exceptionally well informed man, as I 
know Walker to be. But, then, if there 
is anything that is developed to the 
point where it is of much practical help 
right now, I do not know where it is. 
The journal letter ended by suggesting 
that Buerger’s “The Circulatory Dis- 
turbances of the Extremities” be read. 
I took the advice and was glad that I 
did. 

The present situation seems to be 
about this: We do not know what to do 
now, but information is accumulating, 
and we may be better equipped in a 
few years. 

The basic trouble in most cases is a 
disturbance of what is known as the 
sympathetic nervous system. In some 
of the more serious troubles, such as 
some of the gangrenes, the arteries are 
obliterated, but in the group which in- 
terests the readers of this column the 
sympathetic nervous system is at fault. 
Nerves of the system regulate the size 
of the small blood vessels. .They, there- 
fore, cause flushing on the one hand, 
or pallor on the other. They also cause 
red, cold hands and local sweatings and 
other symptoms in the group. 

It is now possible to study the size of 
the capillaries in the skin and under 
the nails. Furthermore, in nicotine, 
aconite, atropin, jaborandi, ardrenalin

We have not learned how to use them 
yet, but year by year and bit by bit 
information is piling up. Surgery is 
getting into the game. Operations for 
angina are done occasionally, and the 
Australian surgeons who brought some 
new procedures to this country a year 
or two ago were on the same trail. 

Meanwhile, about the only practical 
thing for the sufferers and worriers to 
do is to train themselves to stand 
changes of temperature by cold baths, 
exposure to cold air, and similar train- 
ing procedures.

Twenty 
or 30 times in one direction, then re- 
verse. 

4. The pendulum. Stand by a chair 
or with one hand supporting you by 
the wall. Then kick straight forward 
and straight back as far and as fast as 
you can. Alternate the legs. None of 
these exercises is of any use unless you 
do it vigorously enough to feel a real 
muscle-pull. 

This answers, I hope, all of the ques- 
tions that I have been receiving on 
the reduction of the hips.

OLAND MACKENZIE, youthful 
Columbia County Club golfer, 
who is in Washington on 4 vaca- 

tion from Brown University, created a 
new amateur record for the Congres- 
sional Country Club golf course yester- 
day when he played a round of eighteen 
holes, in the first day of qualifying 
for the club’s annual spring tourna- 


ment, with a card of 72, one stroke 
under the*par of the course. 


Mackenzie could easily have been the | 


medalist of the tournament, for it is 
not likely that any of the players today 
will lower this score, but he announced 
before playing that he did not intend 
to turn in his card inasmuch as he will 
leave tomorrow night for Garden City, 
L. I., where he will play in the inter- 
collegiate ‘championship tournament 
next week. 

The official announcement of the 
Congressional Club event expressly 
states that “no qualification prize will 
be awarded to a player who defaults 
in match play, unless the default is ex- 
plained to the satisfaction of the com- 
mittee.” 


As Mackenzie entered the quali- 
fying round merely to _ oblige 
Charles Mackall, of Chevy Chase, 
wtih whom he played as a partner, 
and stated that he did not intend 
to remain in match play, his card 
yesterday has no value so far as the 
tournament is concerned. 


None the less,:it was a remarkable 
score and demonstrates that Washing- 
ton’s youthful golfing star still has per- 
fect command of every club in his bag. 
He was out in 37, one stroke under par, 
holing a single putt for a birdie 5 on 
the long first hole, 633 yards, and scor- 
ing a birdie 4 on the eighth, 462 yards. 
All the other holes were played in par 
figures with the exception of the ninth, 
171 yards, when he overdrove the green 
and took two putts after a short ap- 
proach. 

He made the homeward journey in 
35, exactly par, although. he started 
with an unfortunate 6 on the tenth 
hole, 623 yards, when his drive was 
hooked into deep rough, and he took 
four shots to reach the green.- He was 
a stfoke over par on the fourteenth 
and fifteenth holes, when he drove 
into the rough and was on the green 
with his third shot. 

The last three holes, however, were 
played in remarkable fashion. He had 
a birdie 2 on the sixteenth, a par 4 on 
the seventeenth and an eagle 2 on the 
eighteenth, when, with a spoon, he 
laid the ball. not more than 18 inches 
from the pin. The last three holes

May Fight Champion 
in Fall; Secrecy 


Shrouds Moves. 


EW YORK, June 22 (By A-; P.).— 

Jack Dempsey, bronzed and 
hardened by ten weeks of con- 
ditioning in the Ventura Mountains 
of California, came to New York to- 
day and within two hours reached a 
complete agreement with Tex Rick- 
ard for his come-back campaign. 

The former heavyweight champion 
definitely accepted, terms for.an elimi- 
nation 15-round match with Jack 
Sharkey to be fought at the Yankee 
Stadium July 21, and reached a com- 
promise understanding on terms for a 
possible return title fight with Gene 
Tunney in September. 

What the compromise called for was 
not revealed, but it is understood 
Dempsey, if he wins from Sharkey. will 
get considerably morethan any chal- 
lenger or ex--champion ever received 
for a title bout. 


The Rickard-Dempsey agreement 
also provides that if the erstwhile 
“Manassas Mauler” shatters prece- 
dent by winning back the heavy- 
weight crown he will defend it 
under the New York promoter’s 
direction not later than Septem- 
ber, 1928. 


Dempsey is scheduled to attach his 
signature to the formal papers for tlre 
Sharkey bout and other features of the 
agreement tomorrow at 2 m. 
Sharkey, who already has accepted 
terms, is expected to do the same thing. 

Dempsey, it is understood, will re- 


cent of the gross receipts for the 
Yankee Stadium bout, which Rickard 
expects will exceed $1,000,000. 

Dempsey’s arrival today from Wil- 
mington, Del., with his wife, Estelle 
Taylor, of the screen, was shrouded in 
secrecy. For an hour after he was known 
to have entered his hotel, attaches of 
the Dempsey party insisted the former 
champion was not in. 

Dempsey made his entrance through 
the kitchen to throw newspapermen off 
the trail but overlooked the fact that 
the porters and elevator boys recog- 
nized him and broadcast his arrival. 
Ostensibly the “mystery stuff” was to 
cloak several conferences with attorneys 
prior to the confab with Rickard. 


Dempsey, weighing about 204 
pounds, appeared in fine physical 
trim. He told newspapermen that 
his “one desire” now was “to get 
Tunney in a ring again” and wipe 
out the stain of last fall’s defeat. 


After applying at the’ New York State 
Athletic Commission tomorrow for a 
license to box in this State, a permit 
refused last year, Dempsey will ex- 
amine several training sites. His prob- 
able choice appeared to be Tom Luth- 
er’s camp at Saratoga Springs, N. Y. 
Dempsey hopes it may be possible to 
leave tomorrow night for the training 
ground.

State Senator Frank L. Ball, speaking 
at a special meeting of the Organized 
Women Voters of Arlington County 
last night, with more than 200 attend- 
ing, attacked the statement made by 


Charles Henry Smith, of Alexandria, 
who is opposing Senator Ball for re- 
election to the State Senate, that Alex- 
| andria is not considering a movement 
to extend its territory into Arlington 
county. 

“If Mr. Smith has not heard of the 
movement he is the only person in 
Alexandria who has not heard it,” 
declared Senator Ball. “If Alexandria 
is not interested now in taking part 
in the county why did the Mayor of 
Alexandria oppose the movement for 
the passage of the bill providing for 
the enabling act?” Senator Ball asked. 

Senatod Ball stated he was in favor 
of continuing the gasoline tax. Abolish 
it and the State road program will not 
be completed for the next 50 years, 
he said. 

Charles Henry Smith, who said 
Arlington County need have no fear of 
Alexandria trying to take any part of 
the county, stated he would favor a 
bill requiring a majority vote of any 
section before that section could be 
annexed by any other. He continued: 

“I am opposed to the incorporation 
of Arlington County, yet at the same 
time I believe the present form of gov- 
ernment is inadequate. What is needed 
is one official devoting his entire time 
to the needs of the county, a man that 
the citizens can go to and one who 
can act without asking the board of 
Supervisors. There are three forms of 
government, any one of which I would 
favor for the county; first, a county 
manager form; second, a commission 
form and, third, the employment of a 
whole-time board of supervisors. Both 
Senator Ball and Mr. Smith favor the 
election of the school trustees. Mr. 
Smith goes further by saying he favors 
the election of the county school super- 
intendent, providing the requirements 
for the office be fully outlin 

Walter T. Oliver, the third candidate 
in the race for the State Senate, de- 
clared he favors the election of all offi- 
cials, including the judges of the Cir- 
cuit Courts. He added: 

“What we want in the Virginia Legis- 
lature today are men who are not 
fighting to make laws, but those who 
will fight to prevent the passage of 
many. Virginia today is law-ridden.”

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NAVY 1S DISINCLINED 
TO ALLOW AIR MAL 
BOLLING FIELD USE 


Assistant Secretary Warner 
Leaves Door Open for 
an “Emergency.” 


LETTER IN AGREEMENT 
WITH ARMY ATTITUDE 


Stand of Both Services Fails 
to Conform With Ideas 
of President. 


Edward P. Warner, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, in charge of aviation, 
yesterday wrote a letter to Maj. W. E. 
R. Covell, Assistant Engineer Commis- 
sioner, who is in charge of the local 
airport movement, in which he vir- 
tually denied the District the tempo- 
rary use of Bolling Field as a landing 
field for the planes of the air mati 
line soon to be inaugurated between 
New York and Atlanta. 

Mr. Warner, however, actually suc- 
ceeded in writing a letter couched in 
such terms as to indicate that he is 
both strongly opposed to the tempo- 
rary use of the field, and that he is 
willing that it should be used tempo- 
rarily. 

It seems that in the letter to Maj. 
Covell, Mr. Warner did not contradict 
his statement of the other day, in 
which he was quoted as saying that 
he was willing that Bolling Field, 
jointly used by the Army and Navy, 
should be used temporarily by air mal! 
planes. His letter might allow of 
either interpretation. 

With the full letter made public, it 
now appears that Mr. Warner is in 
thorough accord with F. Trubee 
Davison, Assistant Secretary of War, in 
charge of aeronautics, who has written 
to Maj. Covell, positively opposing the 
use of the field. That he was not in 
agreement with Davison was reported 
before the full statement of hie atti- 
tude, as set forth in the letter, was 
made available. 

The positions of both Mr. Warner 
and Mr. Davison are not in accord with 
that of President Coolidge, who has let 
it be known that he is willing Bolling 
Field should be used temporarily for 
air mail planes until Washington can 
establish a permanent airport. As it 
stands, Washington must have a tem- 
porary airport unless it is to lose the 
stop on the air mail line offered it by 
the Postoffice Department. 

Mr. Warner’s letter to Maj. Oovell 
follows: 

“In accordance with your letter of 
June 17th, I take pleasure in designat- 
ing Lieut. E. W. Litch of the Naval Air 
Station to represent the Navy Depart- 
ment in the airport discussions and to 
give you any assistance or information 
possible in the course of your investi- 
gations. Lieut. Litch is well informed 
on the requirements, both for land- 
plane and seaplane operation. 

“Your inquiry about the possibility 
of using Anacostia Field as a temporary 
site for air mail operations is one to 
which I can not give a categorical 
answer. It is in general unwise to at- 
tempt to combine commercial opera- 
tion with large scale naval activity. 
The efficiency of neither service is fos- 
tered in that way. and we desire to 
avoid such joint use as far as possible. 
Every other expedient should be ex- 
hausted before falling back on the 
naval air station. In any case, any 
arrangement that might be reached 
would necessarily be conditioned upon 
the agreement of all agencies con- 
cerned, and particularly of the War 
Department, in Which resides the actual 
ownership of the Bolling Field area. 

“Taking as axiomatic the necessity of 
such an agreement before any con- 
sideration could be given to the details 
of use of the field, if the field itself 
were to be available, the Navy Depart- 
ment would be willing to give serious 
consideration to any proposal involving 
the use of its equipment for night 
flying or other necessary installation 
over a brief period in case a_ real 
emergency exists, provided that it ap- 
peared that a sufficiently general and 
sincere interest had been displayed, so 
that real and rapid progress was going 
forward toward completion of a satis- 
factory airport, and provided, therefore, 
that any use of the naval installation, 
if it should appear necessary, could be 
considered from first to last as a 
temporary expedient, a stop-gap, while 
other plans already inaugurated were 
being completed.” 

In his letter, Mr. Warner hints 
vaguely at the use of the field for a 
“brief period” and in case a “real 
emergency exists.” It is pointed out, 
however, that if ever an emergency 
existed, or could exist commercially, in 
a matter of aviation, it exists right now 
in respect to whether Washington will 
secure the place given it on the air 
mail line. 


Benning Location Banned. 


An inspection of various sites from 
the air was made yesterday by Maj. 
Covell and Lieut. Donald Duke, of the 
Army Air Service, as the result of which 
it was concluded that the Benning race 
track site was objectionable because of 
its approaches.’ The steel plant site was 
judged unsuited because the expensive 
buildings which now stand on the 
property are in the center, and not on 
the edge, as would be demanded. This 
site was inspected from the ground. 
Maj. Covell and Lieut. Duke were ac- 
companied by Dr. E. E. Richardson, 
president of the Congress Heights Citi- 
zens Association, E. C. Purdy, also of 
the association, and Nelson Franklin, 
representing the owner. 

A system of lights for night flying 
are being installed in Bolling Field, and 
will be completed in about two months. 

The special airport committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce will meet at 2:30 
o’clock today in the chamber’s offices.
